D ew itt MacKenzie, Associated Press W ar Analyst 
The closer Europe gets to the end of the war, the 
more widespread and violent becomes the political up­ 
heaval—the struggle between the left and the right— 
of which the bloody weekend dem6nstration rn Athens 
is symptomatic. 
We shall do well to recognize that the war is usher­ 
ing a new political and social epoch into Europe. 
The 
war isn t the cause of this historic turnover, but it s 
facilitating it vastly. 
Little Greece of course is only one of many contin­ 
ental countries which *are in the throes of this politico- 
social change. 
In greater or less degree we see it in 
Italy, Yugoslavia, Rumania. Bulgaria. Poland. Finland, 
France and Belgium. 
We find it, too, hovering again over Spain in the 
form of a renewed challenge by the Republicans to the 
Franco regime which came to power through one of the 
most terrible civil wars of history. 
Hungary also is in 
the midst of internal strife which would be quite ap­ 
parent to the outside world but for the fact that the 
Germans are using the country as a base from which to 
stand off the onrushing Red armies. 
In several countries the question of a monarchy is 
involved and the way it looks from here several more 
crowns will be under glass cases in museums by the 
time Europe has passed this cataclysm. 
The monarch­ 
ical form of government is under challenge in Greece, 
Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, Rumania. Italy and Belgium. 
It 
also is an issue in both Spain and Hungary, for Gener­ 
alissimo Franco has been dallying with the idea of re­ 
storing the throne, and Hungary never has abolished 
the monarchy, but has been operating under a regency. 
The Greek crisis had reached a nasty pitch today. 
Twenty-one people were dead and some 140 were in­ 
jured as the result of week-end demonstrations. 
The 
war torn country also was in the grips of a general 
strike called by the left-wing National Liberation Front. 
Premier Papandreou declares that the Leftist leaders 
are “leading the country to ch il war.” 
I think we can put ail this down as just the beginning 
of the European political convulsion.
